The 
president is a graduate of a great American uni- 
versity and, in becoming a breeder of blooded stock, 
is setting Ills people an example of progressiveness 
that he had iireviously done in'other directions.

is Titanium, a slasliing big dark bav or brown colt 
by Kailiiim — Pliilistia. by Isinglass — St. Natalia, by 
Citninion, Besides lading a isdt of extremely* rieli 
bntediug. tliis is a ri^all.v grand looking individual, j 
He is a large yearling and of great length from 
nose to butttM'ks. He has a long, rather lean, but 
iMaiitifiilly tais-re«l n.-rk, gracefully but not 
extnivagaiitly archeil and erestetl. His barrel 
is also tiniisiially long. an,| i,js i|u;irters, wliieh 
slmw gts^at leiigtli fretii hip to lawk and hip in 
butbick, an* sm*>ot!il.v ••iitlined and iniiiiens**l.v 
inu.scled. His croup, wliieli is not particularlv

than to la* out l>,v liimself the liest of a year iii 
which the second-rate three-year-olds are gool 
enough to fill first tlin*e places for tlie Cesarewitcli 
- two of them with lEt ixniiids and 10b pounds re- 
siHs-tivel.vl; No. deiiemi on it, this has been a great 
year iu.leed for three-year-olds. The trouble is that 
the same thing cannot In* said of their successors — • 
at any rate, so far us raeing has hitherto disclosed 
them. I have no sort of doubt that The Panther 
is a liigh -class colt indeeii; hut here we have to 
judge rather by intuition tlian b.v what he has ae- 
tiiali.v done in public. On the laiok, Galloiier Light 
[ms at least e<|iial claims, but I never tliouglit of him 
in the same eategor.v. even wlien lie finisheii in front 
of the son of Traeer.v the first time tliej- met. XTie 
prosiieets seem to Is* that of a season in which one 
go <1 colt •lomitiates the sitnation and all the rest 
an* modenit**. Sneh a sea*«in was GlaUint<*nr’s, ami 
aiJotluT of the sort was Flying Fox’s. Glaiiiatenr’s 
was tlie most iiectiliar of all. for he came from 
Ffitmi*. and tin rc was imt a single English-bred 
colt that ,v<ar up to tin* most moderate Derb.v 
stainlarii. "1 et in tin* abs<*ni*e of the gn*at Freneh- 
inau something would have won, presnbiably Christ- 
mas Carol, which would thus have attained to classic 
repute, tlioiigli no b«*tter than a good plater. 

GELDINGS AND THE DERBY. 

It is to sav«' us fnmi misunderstandings of this 
sort that 1 have always maintained the Jocke.v 
Club was wmiig when it barred geldings from 
running in tin* classic races. Tliese races are ni»t 
ends in tln*mselves. but only means, by way of 
test, to ends of vastly greater imiiortance, viz., 
the improvenieiit of onr breml of horses. Here 
• ••inii**i in tin* suprciai* value of tlu* Derb.v as ilis- 
tiiigiiisheil from all other rais*s ijf the same name, 
for it is iqieii to till* world of lireetiers, anil th*' 
winner is. or should be, a n*al ciiamiiinn. But if 
there la* a gelding that can b»*at him. and thus dis- 
illiisionizi* his admirers, the o|q«orfuuity for doing 
so ought not to he refused. Otherwise the Derby 
winner gains a false reputation and goes to tin* 
stud at a liiglier fee than lie ileserves. I sitpiios** 
Stefan tin* tireat may train on into a good colt 
iii'Xt year, hut his forelegs are not altogether prom- 
ising. We seem, however, to la* at the beginuing 
of a Henal eiaa*li. and it may la* that Roi Ilermh* 
and Tin* Tetrarch are onl.v just on the upward curve 
of their fortunes. Be that ns it may. The I’anther. 
to my mind, will heat all his contemiioraries when- 
ever and wherever the.v mei*t. 

.\iinmg the fillies it s«*i ms to me that Bayuda is 
likely to prove tlie liest; but lier form is not b.v 
any means wonderful. Still. .\lec Taylor never 
givi*s his liest two-.vear-olds niiieh to do. ami it ma.v 
well la* that (he •laiigliter of Bayanhi will improve 
out of all riHugiiitioii as a t lire** -year-old. — "The 
Special Comiuissioucr” iu Loudou Sfmrtsmuo.

MOONLIGHT AND BLACK DUCK 



Brawny Bill McLaughlin's Foray in the Swamp and 
Its Fruits. 



Long, brawny Bill McLaughlin pushed his way 
through the alders at tlie edge of the trout stream, 
writes F. V. Williams in Ro<l and Gun in Canada. 
A baker’s dozen of speckled beauties dangled from 
an alder stringer wliicli he carried in one imnd, 
while with the otlier he parted the tangle of alders 
and also carried a natural growth fishing i»ole. At 
tlie side of tlie wood road tlie man stopped and with 
a few slinrp strokes of liis pocket knife severed 
the end of the pole, around wliicli the linen line was 
wound. Tlie piece of line wrapped wood fell to the 
ground and as the fisherman stoopeil to pick it up 
a slight rustle in the underbrush attracted his at- 
tention. Wooiisnian that he was he “froze” in 
stantl.v. and was rewarded five minutes later by 
the apiiearants* of a black duck and a brood of 
youngsters, wliich waddled cnrefull.v out into the 
oiM*ii. Tliey started up the trail directly toward 
tlie man. fifty feet iierhnps they advance<l, the 
old duck leading and eleven youngsters stretched 
out in single file behind. Perhaps it was a back 
draught tlirough tlie trees as the light breeze was 
drawing from tlie birds to tiie man. At any rate 
the old duck stopped. Tlie whole procession stopped, 
and then what a scattering. The old duck, which 
had two seconds before sturdily leading her 

little broo<l. suddenly to all appearances, became 
affected with a broken wing and sundry other ail- 
ments. Slie sprawleil and flopped almost directly 
in front of tlie Hsherman, who now, that he was 
dis<*overed. made a move as if to pursue the ap- 
parently wounded bird. One wing trailing on the 
ground, her liod.v almost dragging, she strove to 
lead tlie intruder awa.v from tliose precious duck- 
lings farther down the trail. A fe-vv minutes’ ciiase 
to see liow near lie could come to the anxious 
niotlier and lie suddenly retraced his steps. Gath- 
ering lip his ilisciirded string of trout and Ills line 
lie carefully crawled under the low branches of a 
large cellar. Five, ten minutes passed, and then 
with a rush of wings the old duck suddenly ap- 
p«*:in‘d. Alighting in tlie wood road site stood, 
neck stretclied to its full leiigtli, watcliing care- 
fully in all directions. A few moments of tills 
and tlieii with a few low calls tiie whole brood 
suddenl.v came to life. From bush and fern and 
fallen logs tliey appeared and with neiwoiis little 
quackings stole off again throiigli tlie brush in the 
direction from which they liad come. 

“Eleven perfectly goml black ducks if the foxes 
don’t get ’em’’ grinned the watclier to himself. An’ 
they’re lieadin’ for the mill iiond. Guess I’ll know 
where to find a couple of good young birds wlieii tl.e 
fall slKKitin’ comes.” 

And now the fall shooting season has come. Tlie 
young birds were as strong of ■wing now as their 
eiders and tlirougli some kindness of tlie gods Hie 
whole eleven youngsters liad arrived at maturity. 
Four drakes and seven ducks tliere were, a flock 
of tliirte«*n, wlien the old birds were with tlicni 
Quito a few of the young gunners from the village 
liad imirked tlie long line of ducks dip into the 
wiMids somewliere up m*ar tlie old mill pond, but 
tile lociitiiig of them after they had arrived was a 
well nigh imjiossible undertaking, as the iinder- 
lirusli niaile movement without deteetion alinost an 
iiniMissiliilit.v. On the otlier hand “laying” for the n 
wis almost as difficult owing to tlie fact that tlie 
gunner never knew wliere they would drop in. The 
pond was only one of a succession of long pools 
icing at Hie edge of a quite sizeable swamp. .\s 
a result, the ducks liad all tlie advantage of lo- 
cution. 

Guns were banging at sunrise and sunset, but 
tliere seemed to lie no sliooter on the job that was 
smart enough to outwit the shrewd old leader of 
this particular flock. 

INTO THE SWAMP FOR BLACK DUCKS. 

The nuHinlight nights came. Moonlight and black 
ducks’ Wliat does that mean to you, Mr. Gunner? 
Ever lieeii there? Oli, yes. the law forbids th 
sho<iting of wild fowl after sunset now-a-days — a 
good law. and a wise one — but in the old days of 
tlie muzzle loader wlien game was plentiful, it was 
quite some experience to “lay for black ducks” on 
moonliglit niglits. Some of tlie shots one would get 
were "against the sky,” as the fowl were scarcely 
distinguisliable against trees or rocky cliffs along 
shore at night, hut against the moonlit sky it was 
anotlier story and If you were a good wing sliot you 
could generally succeed in getting enough for the 
table at nn.v rate. 

Billy McLaughlin sat in the corner grocery 
quietly listening to the young Nimrods’ accounts of 
the slirewd old leader of the black ducks. After 
two or thrw.* evenings . of this Mac had an Idea. 
Tliere was one place — almost in the center of the 
swamji tliut Ii^l never . been mentioned, and the 
niglits were almost perfect in their moonlight love- 
liness. 

Seven p. m. of the following day saw the quiet 
of Hie swamp disturbed by two gunners noisily 
crasiiing through the underbrush a few hundred 
yards in from the edge of the swamp. Tliey were 
hopelessly late and also too noisy. Away over in 
the center of tiie tangle of brush and water, and 
mud was a bit of an isle. A fallen tree made 
a natural footbridge to this, and had you looked 
closely througli tlie tliicket at tlie end of tliis iiiece 
of fallen timber you would liave made out tlr 
outlines of wliat apiienred to be a man, but so still 
did he sit that not even the inquisitive red squirrel 
tliat ran along tlie tree trunk suspected he was 
within one liundred miles of the man animal 
crouched a few feet beyond. 

A lialf hour passed. The sun dropped behind 
the trees, a muskrat swam across the little creek 
to the left, climbed out on the hunk, and after a 
few seconds spent in arranging Iiis table, proceeded 
to break tiie hinge on the large fresh water clam 
he had dragged out, and after cleaning out the 
sliell lie slipiied back into the water. Tlie watcher 
across tiie creek could not distinguish one object 
from another now. Below tin* line of the tree tops 
everything merged into an indistinct blur of blacks 
and grays. 

Suddenly came the whistle of wings. The figure 
in the brush lieeame rigid. Raising liis eyes, but 
not his liead, lie caught the gleam of white under- 
neath tlie dusky wings as tlie flock circled in. He 
had guessed rlglit, tlie pool in front of him wi-s the 
place. 

Tlie long barrels of the old muzzle loading fowling 
piece showed for the fraction of a minute above 
the lower bushes. Tlie leader of the flock saw and 
understood, and with a warning call he swerved 
upward In his fliglit, but it was too late. The 
gunner, guessing rightly that tlie big black bird 
silhouetted against tlie sky was the dnike. lined the 
leader and two others as quickly and as well as 
he could as the flo<-k biiiiclied sliglitly, and let 
drive. Tliere was a flash, and roar as' tlie black 
IKiwder exploded. One duck struck tlie water dead 
anotlier, a young drake, came down and swam in 
a half circle and he too lay still, tlie third, the 
big leader, hit the water in a fluttering heap. 
He had lost control of one of his wings, but that 
was all. His head was clear, and tlie broken tip 
of ills wing in tlie excitement of the moment was 
scarcely felt by liini. He Imd not niiicli more tlian 
readied the water wlien he went under. Did any- 
one ever tell you a black duck was not a diving 
fowl? It was a good long deep dive too. no mere 
spattering of tlie water, and when he rose to tlie 
surface liis liill alone was above water, and he 
swam straiglit away toward a mass of reeds and 
mud on tlie fartlier side of tin* creek. Tlie gunner 
foiled in liis attempt to use his second barrel, wlien 
tlie flock passed in against the slindows of the dark 
timlx-r, watdied eagerly to see tiie effect of his 
first sliot. He saw the three ducks full and noted 
t!ie one dive, and as tla* little spaniel retrieved 
the first fowl lie saw the long ripple left by 
the drake’s liill as lie swam for cover. Steadily he 
followed, sigliting his gun where he knew the Ikm'v 
to lx*, expecting to see the fowl rise to tlie surface 
at any niimite, hut in tliis he was disapi»«inted, 
and finally fired, in tlie vain hope of a stray shot 
striking the lieail, wliicli lie knew to be but half 
an iiicli under water. Tlie distance was too great, 
tin* smooth ixire pattern scattered so much at tliat 
distance tliat in ida<*es there were siiots a foot 
square where the sliot did not pattern. 

Wlien tlie lialf spent charge of shot scattered 
about iiis liead tlie wounded fowl promptly dived 
again, but lie was so close in to Hie reeds now that 
Iiis feet swii touched bottom and slowly, cautiously, 
he drew Iiis lialf drowned Ixidy out into the slielte** 
of tlie sliadows and darkness. 

For jierlmps two hours lie lav perfectly quiet. 
His wing pained him a bit now, but that was notli- 
ing compared to his dread of the mink he knew 
prowled aiiout this particular water course, and 
then tliere was the giant pike that he had seen cap- 
ture the wouiideil duck tlie summer before. He re- 
membered liow he had watched tlie struggles of the 
unfortunate liird and finally in panicky flight how 
the fl<K*k iiad left the place for a safer feeding 
ground on the lake, but now, lie could not fly. 

It might liave lHH*n just a darker shadow among 
tlie other shadows that drifted out a few feet from 
the reeds, so slowly did it move, and then slowly, 
very slowly, tin* drake began propelling himself 
forward and wlien lie liad gone a few hundred feet 
he tlirfw caution aside and swam boldly out into 
tlie moonlight. It was a long two miles from the 
pond in the swamp by way of the little stream to 
tlie outlet into the big lake, but before the moon 
iiad dro|MH*d out of sight in tlie west, the drake 
piilh'd hiiiiself out among the rocks almost at the 
lake sliorc. Here ill this place he dressed his 
wounded wing us bi-st he could and slept fitfuUy 
iiiiHI daybreak.

IioW many ducks have you ever shot out 
of a flmk iu your time that have been nicked be- 
fore? Ever find them in good shaiie (physicaUj 
si>eakiug) and still carrying around a bit of lead;
